The mass conference of the Illinois 


Prohibitionists convened at she tabernacle 
yesterday afternoon, with about 160 visit- 
ors and Decatur people in attendance. It 
was called to order by Elder Minier, of 
Tazewell county, and on motion H. B. 
Keply, of Effinghani, was elected chair- 
man, and A. F. Smith, of Deoatur, secre- 
tary. One hour was devoted to hearing 
short speeches from representatives from 
different quarters of the state on the pro- 
gress of the work. George 0. Christian, 
of Chicago, chairman of the state execu- 
tive committee, who is always ready to 
have his say, led off with a general state- 
ment as to what he termed the excellent 
condition of the work in the state. Hale 
Johnson, of Jasper county, had some- 
thing to say about the need of money and 
he hoped those who had toe interest of 
the cause at heart would come down 
handsomely. Chairman Reply was glad 
that the Republican party had been de- 
feated, and predicted that in 1888 the old 
parties would be wiped out entirely by 
the Home Party in its fight against dem- 
ocracy and the saloons. D. H. Harts, of 
Lincoln, said there ought to be more agi- 
tation and a more general distribution of 
temperance literature, or the Prohibition 
amendment would be submitted to a vote 
of the people before the ranks are suffi- 
ciently filled np to achieve the hoped-for 
victory. 
Dr. Bundy, of Lincoln, Elder 


Minier and Mrs. Gordon H., Read, of 
Bloomington, spoke on the question of 
better organization, 


On motion Messrs. Christian, of Chica- 


go; Harts, of Lincoln; Barbee, of Odin; 
Mrs, Read, of Bloomington, and Mrs. 
Chenoweth, of Danville, were appointed 
to prepare an address on Prohibition, to 
be submitted to the people of the state. 


A. F, Smith offered a motion that the 


conference appoint a committee to pre- 
pare a plan of perfecting and carrying 
forward the state organization, This mo- 
tion brought Christian to his feet in a 
jiffy. He declared that the meeting was 
simply a conference of prohibition work- 
ers, and not a representative body in any 
sense. It was the duty and intention of 
the executive committee of the state 
organization to attend to that matter and 
that committee of 34 members did not 
want to come in collision with a body to 
which it was in no way amenable. The 
motion was characterized as revolution- 
ary. Others made speeches, Smith stoutly 
supporting the motion. A substitute and 
an amendment were offered, and finally 
all were laid on the table. Then on mo- 
tion a committee was selected to prepare 
apian for submission to the executive 
committee. 


THB NIGHT MEETIN8. 


There were probably 200 visitors and 


many Decatur people iu attendance at 
the night meeting to see and hear Ex- 
Gov. St. John who came all the way from 
Kansas to show himself as the one man 
who beat Elaine last fall. The platform 
was partly filled with visiting statesmen. 
Mr. St. John devoted his speech to a 
tirade of abuse against Mr. Elaine per- 
sonally and the Republican party in gen- 
eral, and was liberally applauded by the 
democratic wing of the conference, includ- 
ing the Deoatur moss-backs who lent the 
meeting the encouragement of their pres- 
ence, so as to make it appear that St. 
John is still a great man—and no doubt 
he is since he was mainly instrumental in 
putting a democrat in the presidential 
chair. The speech throughout was an 
attack on the Republican party and its 
representatives, closing with the predic- 
tion of victory for Prohibition in 1888, 
when according to St. John the demo- 
cratic party will be buried forever.

Cabinet. 
Even General 
Jackson, 


with all his force of character and 
his resisting poVer, had to give up 
his own choice of persons when he 
came to confront the party leaders 
with opposing views. This example 
has been followed through the suc- 
cessive terms of Van Buren, Harri 
son, Polk, Taylor, Pierce, Buchan- 
an, Lincoln, Grant, Hayes, Qarfield 
and Arthur. There is no exception 
among them. 


Garfield'B-Cabinet was not com- 


pleted on the day of inauguration, 
owing to the retreat of Mr. Allison, 
who had accepted the Treasury in 
the evening and who renounced it 
early the next morning. Many in 
teresticg examples might be cited of 
suddeu changes from the first casts 
of different adm nistrationB. 


Mr. Cleveland will be more em 


banfassed than most of his prede- 
cessors in making up his Cabinet, 
from the want of personal acquain- 
tance with the prominent men of his 
own party. 
He will necessarily have 


to rely on the advice of others, and 
that advice, however disinterestedly 
given, may come in conflict with the 
wishes and interests of rivals, who 
will surely not take in good part. 
Hence it is easy to see that all the 
speculations in regard to the Cabinet 
beyond the Departments of State 
and the Treasury—the latter of 
which is still very uncertain—are 
without any substantial basis. When 
the Preaident-elect iu not in a con- 
dition of mind to determine for him- 
self, who else is authorized to speak 
for him.

A FRANK CONFESSION. 


Tbe Colored Vote Suppressed by 


Fraud and Violence—But tbe 


End Justifies tiie Means.

We must acknowledge that the 


discussion of political questions is not 
as free ia the South as in some other 
sections of the country. That is, the

It is a great pity that the Consti- 


tution of our forefathers

It is the 


boast of an American citizen that, as 
a sovereign, he sits in judgment 
upon his rulers and magistrates; the 
elective franchise is the foundation 
stone to our liberties. 
And yet we 


of the South live year to year in vio 
lation of these sacred rights.

Only too 
true have his predictions proved, 
and tbe protection of the people of 
the South has been their determina- 
tion to stand together and to have 
control of their offices of government, 
although they were forced to sacri 
flee some of the constitutional rights 
of their former slaves in the attempt. 
The Southern paople, and in fact 
none of the Anglo-Saxon race, will 
submit to be domineered over b; 
any other race of people, and tb. 
Northern people can not realize tbr 
truth of this fact because their oppu 
sitions are between whites 
and 


whites, and not between whites and 
blacks. We know that there have 
been numerous election frauds in the 
South, and that the colored man's 
vote has not been fairly counted, but 
we do not think that he has yet 
reared himself to a position where 
his voice should! have equal weight 
with onrs. 


I BELIEVE more intense hatred of 


the Government prevails here to-day 
on the part of the Democracy than 
at any other time in the century. 
During the months of September, 
October and November, 1884,1 heard 
at least one thousand airs played by 
various bands in the streets and pub- 
lic halls of the city, but not once 
have I heard either of the following 
airs : "America," "Hail Columbia,"

National air. I have beard hundreds 
of young ladies sing, have listened 
to music evoked by fair and jeweled 
bands at hundreds of times and pla- 
ces in the last four years in various 
pai ts of the State, but not once tbe 
note of a National air.

Election a- United States Senator. 


The following is tbe language of 


the law of Congress regulating the 
election of United States Senator. 
The coming contest in Illinois gives 
it interest at tbis time: 


Section 14. The Legislature of 


each State which is chosen next pre- 
ceding the expiration of the time 
for which any Senator was elected to 
represent such State in Congress 
shall, on the second Tuesday after 
the meeting and organization thereof, 
proceed to elect a Senator in Con-' 
grass. 


Section 15. Such elections shall 


be conducted in the following man- 
ner: Each bouse shall'openly, by a 
viva voce vote of each member pres- 
ent, name one person for Senaeor in 
Congress from such State, and the 
name of the person so voted for who 
receives a majority of the whole 
number of votes cast in each _ house 
shall be entered on the journal of 
that house by the Clerk or Secre- 
tary thereof, or if either house fails 
to give such majority to any person 
on that day, tbe fact shall be entered 
on the journal. On the 12 o'clock 
meridian of the day following that 
on which proceedings are required 
to take place as aforesaid, tbe mem- 
bers of tbe two bouses shall convene 
in joint assembly and the journal of 
each house be read, and if the same 
person has received a majority of all 
the voles in each house he shall be 
declared elected Senator, But if 
the same person has not received a 
majority of the votes in each house, 
or if either house has failed to take 
proceedings as required by this sec- 
tion, the joint assembly shall then 
proceed to choose, by a viva voce 
vote of each member present, a per- 
son for Senator, and the person who 
receives a majority of all the votes 
of tbe joint assembly (a majority of 
all the members elected to both 
houses being present and voting) 
shall be declared duly elected. 
. ^ .

Sin.ee the body loses, each day, by 


excretion or exhalation, about three' 
hundred and ten grain* of nitrogen, 
six and one-half pounds of water, and 
burns ten and one-half ounces of car- 
bon, 'tliis must be supplied by the food 
and drinks consumed. This co'mbustion 
is as real aa it is in the stove, the worn- 
out and poisonous parts of this ever- 
decaying body passing to the lungs; 
there "c<5ming in contact with the oxy- 
geiTot the air, the fuel-wood is burned 
like any fuel, of course producing heat, 
which we call anjmal heat, which must 
be sustained at about ninety-eight de- 
grees Fahrenheit, or life could not be 
prolonged. 
In the lungs, aa in the 


stove, carbonic acid gas ia produced, 
which we sre -constantly throwing off 
at the rate o,f from eight to ten or 
more ounces 'each day, while a little 
more tb*w Bidl » much passes from 
the skin.

This human machine is, indeed, a 


wonderful one—self-acting, self-regu- 
lating, deciding, through the agency of 
a natural appetite, just what food and 
how much is needed, appreciating 
that amount, sustaining the animal 
heat at the exact point, or near it, 
opening the "safety valves" in the form 
of seven million pores, when in danger 
of evolving too much hc.it. If more 
food is taken than is needed for 
the growth, for the daily cxnicise and 
health, including that needed for the 
warmth oi the body, which may range 
from three to ten times that demanded 
for other purposes, according to the 
temperature, it is economically stowed 
away for future use, in the iorni of fat. 
I mil remark that this is normal, as in 
the case of the hybernating animals, 
living the entire winter on this, while, 
if found in excess of nature's demands, 
it ia composed, in part, of waste and 
diseased matter, often semi-evcromen- 
titious. On the contrary, if the food is 
deficient in quantity or quality, the 
body is not fully nourished, wasting 
away, the fatty deposits, or surplus 
tood, being exhausted, as denoted by 
the "hollow cheek and sunken ojo," 
this oigan rolling in a cushion of fat.

Diphtheria. 


An official record of diphtheria in 


New York for ten years ending with 
1883, was furnished a few daj s ago 
at the Sanitary Bureau. It shows 
that during that period 34,967 cases 
were reported at the Bureau, and 
that 15,697 persons died from the 
disease. In other words, lees than 
50 per cent of the reported cases 
proved fatal during ten years. Since 
Jan. 1,1884, there have been report- 
ed at the bureau 2,068 cases of 
diphtheria and 1,018 deaths.

In our 
land of plenty, it is evident that we 
take more food than tho Europeans, 
especially the French, and that we 
should be much benefited by using 
more simple food, as well as less in 
quantity.—Golden Rule.

A barn cellar has many valuable 


uses. Not the least ia that the rats and 
other vermin have no harbors, as they 
have under ground floors. Then the 
manure is handled easier; it is all 
scraped out of the gutters through the 
trap doors and goes down into the cel- 
lar upon a good bed of dry swamp 
muck, which absorbs and deodorizes it, 
and k««ps the stable above sweet and 
clean. The manure is saved from 
'washing by rains and its full yalue pre- 
served. The best use is thus made of 
the manure, and its bulk and valoeis 
doubled il one will only provide plenty 
pi dry swamp muck, or forest leaves, 
if he has these and not the other, to 
receive the urine and mix with the solid 
matter. A very bad use of a manure 
cellar is to turn the swine into it, under 
the excuse that they will work up the 
manure. To me nothing else is so hor- 
rible ai to see pigs wallowing in such 
a place and picking food out of the 
dreadful mess. No wonder pork so 
made should have a bad repute. 


Swamp muck is of exceedingly great 


value. The fertilizer manufacturer has 
no monopoly of the u»a of figures, 
and, ii we use them as he does, a 
farmer can just as easily and truthfully 
figure out a good bed of peat to b» 
•worth five thousand dollars an acre. 
A cubic yard of it air dried will weigh 
one thousand pounds. If of ordinary 
good quality it will contain one per 
cent, of nitrogen, which the fertilizer 
man values at, let 119 spy, the very 
moderate estimate—for him— of fifteen 
cents the pound. This makes the ona 
thousand pounds of muck worth $1.50. 
In one acre of bog, three feet deep, 
there are 4,840 cubic yards. This fig- 
vires up to $7,260 for the acre. Wha* 
fault can the fertilizer man or chemist* 
who analyzes leather scrap, dried flesh 
and wool waste for its mtrogen, and) 
sells it for sixteen or twenty cents a 
bound, find with these figures?

the absorption by the skin of these 
irritating and poisonous compounds.

In this case are specimens of some 
of the beautiful aniline colors—ro- 
sanline, magenta, violet led, Bis 
marck violet, etc.—and gloves and 
stockings dyed with the substances 
by which these hues are obtained, 
that, in cases coming under the 
treatment of the exhibitor, had pro- 
duced eruptions on the skin of wo- 
men and children, in some instances 
of a very severe character.

How Many Different Articles Enter Into 


the Composition of Cereal Gr»ln«. 


It is, of evident advantage to dealers 


in grain and provisions to understand 
the distinctive qualities of the articles 
they handle. The essential elements 
of all organic bodies used as food are 
oxygen, carbon, nitrogen and earthy 
salts variously 
combined. Animal 


f 


rowth and sustenance is dependent 
oth on organic and inorganic bodies. 


The albuminous or nitrpgeneons group 
of foods supply formation, sustenance 
and animal heat, only varying in their 
proportions of elements, whether the 
casein of milk, the albtimen of peas, 
the flesh of animals, tho gluten of 
wheat or the legumen of peas. The 
oleaginous or non-nitrogenous group, 
including oily matters, are derived 
from both the animal and vegetable 
kingdom, and chiefly supply animal 
heat. The saccharine group is wholly 
vco-etable, is analagous to sugar, and 
composed of water and carbon. Starch, 
o-um, wood fiber and the cellulose of 
all plants can be changed into sugar. 
In the animal system they resolve 
themselves into the oleaginous group. 
The last group is the gelatinous, de- 
rived from the animal kingdom; only 
gelatin, albumen, and gluten are prop- 
erties insoluble in alcohol but soluble m 
water; in the skin it appears as a fibrous 
or membranous tissue. Gelatin is coa- 
densed by the action of heat and is sol- 
uble by alkalies. Gluten is insoluble m 
water at every temperature, is soluble 
in acids, and is organized as muscular 
flesh. Albumen and gluten, never ex- 
perience acid fermentation. Climate 
has great influence on the flesh of am- 
mal£ In warm countries it -is more 
compact and alkalescent than in other 
climates; this is to say there is more 
azote in the flesh. The gluten of wheat 
has the same properties as the fibrous 
part of blood and muscles and «ay be 
separated from the flour by repeated 
washings which dissolve the feculoo 
and saccharine matter. It is elastic 
aud ductile and has a fibrous or mem- 
branous form, and is of a sweet taste. 
The saccharine matter in wheat ia solu- 
ble, crystallizable, and has the property 
of passino- into vinous fermentation. 
Wheat flour of a good quality ought to 
be granulated, heavy and slick to the 
fino-ers, and when squeezed in the hand 
prove plastic, the form breaking when 
the hand is open. To judge with more 
certainty, in should be kneaded with 
water and made into a ball; if the 
don^h, after 
being handled, soon 


harifens in the air, acquires a body and 
can be readily extended without break- 
ing, it is certain the flour is good. We 
may remark in conclusion that the 
proximate principles of the cereal 
grains are gluten, albumen, starch, 
sugar, oil, gum, ligneous matter, salts 
and water.—AT.

More Booti Tlutn they Are In the H*M* 
of Doing.

Those, 
who have grown and used them most 
speak the most highly of them. There, 
is a great difference in roots, of course;; 
not only as to the value 'of e»ch when, 
raised to feed, but the cost of the rate-, 
ing of the same enters into tho ques-^ 
tion. Almost anybody can raise flat 
turnips, and they are good to feed un-| 
der some circumstances. Sheep ar<>| 
very fond of them and seem to thrive! 
on. them. Though they are said toi 
cantata more than eighty per cent, of 
water, yet cattle and sheep will fatteri 
on them. We do not like to feed them! 
to cows giving milk for fear tho turnipi 
ftaver may be imparted to the milk.j 
gflre ruta-baga may be fed liko other 
4irnips and is often, a good root to 
raise.

We feed sugar beets to horses as weui 
as to cows and pigs. Carrots were( 
formerly regarded as the best root for; 
horses, but we prefer sugar beets to, 
carrots even, and it is very much lesa 
trouble to raise them. If one prefers, 
warrots, they may be grown in consid- 
erable quantities on. rich land. Horseaj 
eat them freely and seem to thrive on- 
them. Pigs and cows, do not always 
take to them as freely as to beets. Tho 
parsnip is a valuable root for feeding,( 
but it is a good deal of work to rais.ft 
it. It is true that much of tho labor oS 
harvesting may be saved by the use 06 
a large plow and a pair of horses. 
W» believe it better to feed roots to, 


animals once in a while through thai 
winter, if not regularly. They nee<l 
a change of food, and roots form a very 
agreeable one. If one feeds turnips or; 
ruta-bagas to cows giving milk, let itj 
be done directly after milking; in fact., 
that is the better time to feed roots ofj 
all kinds. We bclievo it would bej 
profitable to feed more roots than most 
farmers are in the habit of doing.—. 
Congregatioualist.
